CHURCH TRIBUNAL 





THE RIGHT 


OF APPEAL 





J. S. Llewellyn 


In secular tribunal an accus- 
ed person who considers he is 
not being fairly treated or judg- 
ed by lower court, may ap- 
peal from the decision to a high- 
er court for a_ reconsideration 
of his case. When Paul failed to 
get justice at the court of Fes- 
tus he appealed unto Caesar. If 
just principles of worldly tribuu- 
nal require that the right of 
appeal be allowed it is proper 
that church tribunal should al- 
low as much. When a_ church 
trial results in the exclusion of 
a member, he is almost certain 
to feel he has not been dealt 
with justly also if the case is of 
long standing and complicated 
questions arise he will have 
sympathizers who will hold the 
same view as he does. There- 
fore, the dissatisfaction that 
arises from church matters of- 
ten causes confusion, heartache 
and trouble and sometimes di- 
vision. 

It is probable that the local 
church has decided rightly but 
it is possible they have done an 
injustice to him whom they have 
dealt with, he should be given 
the privilege of appealing to an- 
other tribunal for a reconsidera- 
tion of all the questions that 
may have arisen in the local 
church trial, also he may take 
exception as to the manner in 
which the local church conduct- 
ed the trial, the fairness or the 
unfairness, orderly or disorder- 
ly, in other words the method 
of the proceedings by the local 
church may be looked into by 
the higher tribunal. It has been 
insisted by some that an exclud- 
ed member should not have the 
right of an appeal but such a 
prohibition would have to be 
urged on the grounds that the 
local church passing on the guilt 
of the offender cannot 
err in judgment, then this would 
lead to a claim of infalibility 
which would be erroneous as 


there are always possibilities of 


mistakes in the procedure taken 
or the method employed, as it 
requires deep consideration and 
mature thoughts in the appli- 
cation of proper Bible govern- 
ment and accepted rules. Such 
a claim would have to be made 
on the grounds just mentioned 
and often the excluded person 
would have no remedy for 
the wrong inflicted on him 
by an unjust or unwarranted ac- 
tion by a local church. There- 
fore, we are of the firm belief 
that neither of the reasons as- 
signed are sufficient to bar any 
dissatisfied litigant from a 
further consideration of his case 
by a higher tribunal. It may be 
said further to the credit of 
local churches that they do not 
make the claim that they have 
such a degree of divine guid- 
ance that there is no possibility 
of them making the wrong de- 
cision. Therefore, they will not 
be offended if the correctness 


of their decision is questioned 
and looked into by a higher trib- 
unal neither should they feel un- 
duely humiliated if they should 
be reversed, but on the other 
hand they should appreciate be- 
ing shown the proper proceed- 
ings in order that they may 
profit by it in the future. 
State Judges 

In consideration of the fore- 
going reasons and many others 
that might be assigned, the 
governing body of the church 
has very properly considered 
the right and privileges of its 
membership who may for any 
reason in the future become a 
ligitant in any question that 
may properly come before the 
church for adjudication there- 
fore, after the local church con- 
ference has completed its action 
with reference to the matter 
and has reached its final con- 
clusion, then in the event that 
either of the ligitants may be 
dissatisfied or if for any reason 
question the correctness of the 
decision or the manner of pro- 
ceeding as to whether the action 
taken was in harmony with the 
accepted rules of the govern- 
ment of the church as agreed on 
and interpreted by the govern- 
ing body of the church, 
they may appeal to a _ board 
of state judges composed 
of the state overseer and two 
bishops who may set the case 
for hearing in any part of the 
state over which he is overseer 
and proceed to review 
phase of the case and pass on

They should exercise due 
care and see toit that their 
whole proceeding is carried on 
in. a very orderly manner sup- 
pressing all intimidation, harsh- 
ness or manifestation of the 
wrong spirit, remembering well 
that it should be done in the 
bounds of descency and order.

ing the witnesses questions in 
order to develop all the facts in 
the case. It is the right of each 
ligitant to first examine their 
own witnesses then the oppos- 
ing ligitant may cross examine 
them. The overseer presiding at 
the hearing may ask any ques- 
tion that he so desires that will 
tend to further develop or make 
clear all of the issues involved. 
Care should be taken to avoid 
everything that tends to con- 
fusion or that is calculated to 
gender strife or add to the seri- 
ousness of the situation. 

After all the testimony has 
been given in and each litigant 
has presented his claims then 
it is the duty of the state judges 
to take the whole matter under 
advisement and make up _ their 
decision from the _ testimony 
given, giving each witness the 
proper weight taking into con- 
sideration their opportunity of 
knowing the facts stated, the 
reasonableness or unreasonable- 
ness of their statements, their 
interest in the final.outcome or 
any prejudice that they may 
have against either of the ligit- 
ants, this all should be taken in- 
to consideration in giving their 
testimony the proper weight. 
Then after taking into consider- 
ation all the facts and circum- 
stances, they should make up a 
written detailed opinion, touch- 
ing on all of the material facts 
and exceptions raised assigning 
the reasons for the final opinion 
or decision reached. 


It would be quite natural fora 
board of state judges to really 
want to sustain the action of the 
local church, yet at the same 
time it is their duty to look on 
the accused as innocent until he 
is proven guilty. If the local 
church has made a right and 
proper decision it should be sus- 
tained. If it has made a mistake 
in the application of the accept- 
ed rules of government of the 
church it should be so_ pointed 
out, as all churches are under a 
legal obligation to act in har- 
mony with its own laws which 
is to say, that if they have an 
agreed and accepted rule it is 
their duty to abide by it and so 
apply it in all cases. 

When a local church or judges 
appealed to, that constitutes a 
higher tribunal pass on a case 
in such a way that itis ques- 
tioned by the general public, it 
is very hurtful to the influence 
of the church. Then if they 





should rule differently, even in 
a parallel case, it is looked on by 
the general public that they are 


controlled by a_ sentiment or 


partiality. 
detrimental and 
when such happens, of course 
it is hard to explain. Therefore, 
due care should be taken to ar- 
rive at a proper, sane and satis- 
factory conclusion in harmony 
with the rules of government 
and discipline as outlined in the 
New Testament and interpreted 
by the governing body of the 
church.

Supreme Judges 

After states judges have heard 
the case, then in the event that 
either of the ligitants are dis- 
satisfied and questions the cor- 
rectness of the decision, they 
then have the privilege of ap- 
pealing to the supreme judges, 
whose duty shall be to look in- 
to every phase of the case, the 
correctness of the proceeding 
taken and all the circumstances 
surrounding the issues involved 
and pass on the correctness or 
incorrectness of the conclusion 
reached by the state judges. If 
they should find that the proper 
proceedings have never been 
taken, it is their duty to refer it 
back for a rehearing before the 
tribunal where the error is com- 
mitted. ‘On final hearing before 
the supreme judges for their de- 
cision it is to be considered final 
and terminates the whole mat- 
ter.

A LETTER FROM MISSIONARIES IN 
AFRICA 





Ouagadougou, Haute Volta, 
West Africa. 
April 21, 1927 
To the Bishops, Evangelists, 

Deacons and Saints  scatter- 

ed abroad, greetings: 

As we have at last and _ thru 
great difficulty reached the 
very near vicinity of the work 
for which the Lord separated us 
we take pleasure in sending to 
the Evangel a detailed account 
of our trip from the coast. Altho’ 
we arrived at Sekondi on the 
15th of February and reached 
Kumasi, one hundred and sixty- 
five miles inland by train on the 
17th, it was impossible to move 
further due to lack of funds and 
owing to malaria fever in the 
party until the 15th of April, 
just two months after the date 
of landing. The whole trip thus 
far has cost the party much in 
bodily suffering and more men- 
tal and spiritual suffering as the 
hold up in funds convinced us 
that the people in the homeland 
had failed to realize the mission- 
ary need and had not sent to 
Cleveland what the Lord was 
asking of them, therefore the 
brethren at Cleveland could only 
receive our S. O. S. for funds 
with aching hearts, not knowing 
what suffering the failure to 
meet the needs would entail for 
the party. 

At Kumasi Jack, Roy and Mrs, 
Barnewall were down with bad 
attacks of malaria and the writ- 
er was ill for several days with 
same, but after deciding to go to 
bed had only one and a half hour 
there when the bank sent and 
it was necessary to go, praise 
God he has been up ever since. 
We started out from Kumasi at 
nine o’clock on the morning of 
April 15th, all on seats in a Reo 
truck with a trailer behind with 
hand baggage, the other truck 
with heavy goods having gone 
on the day previous. We started 
with two days supply of food 
and $5.00 on a trip of 465 miles 
through a country where tem- 
perature in the shade ran up to 
one hundred and over and in the 
sun from one hundred and forty 
to fifty. Did we lack? Yes, we 
were hungry many times during 
the four days journey and too 
tired to sleep but thanks be to 
God, all of the party stood the 
trip well. The first day some 
Englishmen invited us for lunch 
at noon which helped out very 
much after which we moved on 
and ran into a storm about 
seven o’clock and had to get out 
and stand in a native house for 


sometime after moving chairs, 
etc. out of the truck. Most of us 
were soaked thru when we got 
back into the truck. We _ then 
went on to Yedi where a doctor 
turned a government rest house 
over to us for the night. Satur- 
day we moved on again, arrived 
at Nassua where we slept in two 
native houses like round dairy 
barns, no doors or windows, in 
lion and leopard district . but 
praise God we were protected. 
At Nassua a native chief came 
to see us and brought fourteen 
sons to meet us, do not know 
whether this was his whole 
family or not. The chief brought 
us a present of eggs and two 
chickens. We rested a. little. 
Sunday we were compelled to 
move on as far as Navoro and 
rested the balance of the day, 
moving out Monday again for 
Ouagadougou. 

Yesterday I met the Goy- 
ernor and we have arranged to 
take over entirely new territory 
where there are no missionaries 
and have never been any and 
will in the next letter give new 
address, D. V. Brother Carscad- 
den and I will go out to Fada 
N’Gurma in a day or two to ar- 
range for a concession to build, 
etc. and will take over the whole 
district from Dori on the north 
to the Dahomey line on the 
south and from the Ouagadou- 
gou boundary on the west to 
Say on the east, in which no 
work has ever been with the ex- 
ception of Islam at Dori. The 
roads all close for six months 
during the rainy season which 
starts soon and the distance can 
then only be covered on foot 
after roads close so that we 
must all get to above place by 
that time. It is very likely we 
will make our headquarters at 
Fada N’Gourma, 

It is absolutely necessary that 
we take in at least six months 
supply of food with us_ before 
rainy season starts, this varies 
here from April to June so that 
it may be upon us any time. If 
you are called upon to sacrifice 
for the African Party, yet not for 
them, but that the coming of 
Jesus might be made possible, 
please do so. But we ask you to 
remember seven cut off from 
source of supplies and from all 
fellowship of saints, in haste to 
catch the mail, I remain, for the 
party, with much love in Jesus 
to az,

NEGLECTING 
SALVATION

Text—How shall we escape if 
we neglect so great salvation; 
eb. 2:3. 


Pretext:—Therefore we ought 
to give the more earnest heed to 
the things which we have heard, 
lest at any time we should let 
them slip.—Heb, 2:1. 

The whole Bible is an inter- 
but the 
spirit filled. Bible characters 
were always meeting with divine 
interrogations until they

| filled with the spirit of God. At 


the very beginning of time (so 
far as we know) Adam faces 
the divine question “Where art 
thou?” Of Cain it was demand- 
ed, “Where is thy brother 
Abel?” of Moses “What is that 
in thine hand?” of Saul “What 
meaneth then this bleating of 
the sheep in mine ears and the 
lowing of the oxen which I 
hear?” of Job ‘“Who is this that 
darkeneth counsel by words 
without knowledge?” of Isaiah 
“Whom shall I send and who will 
go for us?” Let me say right 
here after Isaiah got sanctified 
with fire from the altar of God 
he said, “Here I am send me.” 
Of the carnal disciples, wrang- 
ling for position and future 
greatness, he asks, “For what 
is a man profited if he shall 
gain the whole world and lose 
his own soul?” James asked the 
rich man ‘What is your life?” 
Well we could go on from ques- 
tion to question giving answers 
to every one and if we failed to 
give an answer we could give 


an excuse but here is a ques- 
tion that cannot be answered 
by human _ intelligence. Some 


men think they have found an 
answer to it but they have made 
a failure just the same. This di- 
vine question mark stands 
across the skies, so to speak, 
written in box car letters with 
no answer to it any nearer than 
the day it was asked and of all 
the other questions summed up 
this is the greatest and of a dif- 
ferent description. It is a great 
question to none other than 
Christians. This question was 
asked by Paul in his Epistle to 
the Hebrews. He says“‘how shall 
we escape if we neglect so great 
salvation?” Let us not insert 
any of our own human notions 
into this text but let it stand, let 
it stand! The ones who are like- 
ly to neglect salvation are the 
ones who have salvation. To 
neglect means to trust with too 
little regard or attention. There 
is no danger of the physical 
wreck neglecting his health be- 
cause he has no health and no 
danger of the poor neglecting 
their fortune and losing their 
possessions because they have 
no fortune. Let us remember 
the text does not say if we neg- 
lect to get salvation but “how 
shall WE escape if WE neglect 
so GREAT salvation?” The 
sinner does not neglect salva- 
tion because he has no_ salva- 
tion. Evangelists have preached 
this text to the sinning world 
from the earliest recollection of 
my childhood days but if you 
will notice you will see that it 
never brings’ satisfactory re- 
sults in revival meetings be- 
cause it vitally concerns the 
church goers. The people who 
are in danger of neglecting sal- 
vation are not sinners, unbeliev- 
ers, infidels or modernists but 
we ourselves and the people who 
cannot escape who neglect sal- 
vation are none other than We 
OURSELVES, WE who have 
the experience. 

The hurtful blows which have 
been struck at holiness during 
the last twenty years of the 
twentieth century have not 
been from the outside because 
genuine piety thrives from op- 
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position and grows strong thru} 
persecution. But when the man | 
who stands before the people as | 
a representative of the highest | 
type of Christian truth and ex-| 
perience, begins to neglect the | 
GRACE of God that has_ been | 
committed unto him he becomes 
a traftor. The worst enemy that 
an army can have is a soldier in 
their own ranks who is disloyal. 
Now there may be an’ excuse 
somewhere for the poor pagan 
who never had any knowledge 
of saving Grace. I say he may 
somewhere come in under “The 
times of their ignorance.” The 
murderer may repent at the last 
moment and be saved, but oh 
how dangerous to depend on 
this! Let us remember that the 
apostle simply means to tell us 
there is no escape for us if we 
neglect so great salvation, once 
in the light we must continue 
therein or be eternally lost. You 
must know that the greatness 
of this salvation is primarily 
due to the one who produced it 
and this one is Jesus Christ, the 
spotless Son of the triune God. 
Yea it is wrought by his hands, 
taught by his tongue and bought 
by his BLOOD. This GREAT 
salvation is for a lost and ruin- 
ed race. Greatness belongeth to 
@od. It is His title and His sum. 
He is the high and lofty one 
who inhabiteth eternity and we 
are but dust in the balances. He 
devised a plan in the counsel 
chambers of eternity when He 
made man crowning him with 
glory and honor; setting him 
over the works of His hands, 
entrusting him with supervision 
of the works of His hands and 
with wisdom. But man betray- 
ed his trust yea he steeped his 
own body in sinful, self Indul- 
gence that wrecked it; he soak- 
ed his mind in evil and only evil 
continually. Filthy, idle, and 
selfish he became. He brought 
the sweat to his brow. His 
thoughts became the mirror of 
hell instead of messages to the 
angels. He tore himself from the 
management of his Creator and 
set up for his worship Gods 
made by his own hands. Look at 
them today. Look at them on 
every hand. Look at them in the 
nominal churches, yea _ every- 
where you turn. your head. 

God made man after He had 
said let there be light and there 
was light, yea he made the 
heavens and all the hosts of the 
things that are and He said it 
is good and very good. But He 
never said it is great. But when 
He speaks thru His called ones 
He says it is GREAT salvation 
for a race that has defied Him, 
for the folks that have sinned 
against Him, for the poor souls 
hopelessly doomed to an eternal 
hell without it, for the men who 
persecuted and crucified His 
son and for the men who shake 
their fists and wag their heads 
and willfully refuse his proffer- 
ed mercy. When He devised 
something to save men to the 
uttermost. He called it great, 
this GREAT SALVATION 
Every saved man and woman 
knows it is so. We who were 
dead in trespasses and sins; we 
who so long had vile passions, 
generated from vile generations, 
we who knew not God save _ to 
curse and swear at His name 
and only loved our fellowman to 
satisfy our lusts and self, our 
pleasure, until according to His 
mercy He saved us and then we 
knew it was this great salvation. 
But when in our hearts even af- 
ter mercy had met us and the 
Savior had redeemed us and a 
new nature had been given unto 
us, we found a different law in 








our members, warring against 








the law of our minds. We dis- 
covered a principle that had in 
it the germ of all sin. We strug- 
gled with it in vain, yea we 
summoned the power of will, 
scripture, spirit and blood and 
wrestled and fought only to be 
defeated again and again. Then 
once more we turned to. the 
Cross and got a vision of the 
fountain gushing from the side 
of Jesus which was both water 
and blood. The water was the 
waters of salvation which is our 
regeneration and the blood was 
for our sanctification and marks 
our second crisis or epoch in our 
Christian experience. I say we 
looked the second time and were 
enlightened. We went without 
the camp where He _ suffered 
that He might sanctify His peo- 
ple. Here He slew the living 
remnant of a guilty past. He 
cleansed from indwelling _ sin. 
Here this heavenly Joshua led 
us from the wilderness of de- 
spair and defeat across. the 
floods of Jordan into Canaan 
and again we bow low and ex- 
claim, this “GREAT _ salva- 
tion. Now that was but a_ be- 
ginning as Jericho had to be 
conquered; the Perizzites, Am- 
orites, Phillistines, Jehusites, 
Canaanites and all the days and 
nights had to be vanquished and 
then there were gardens to plant 
and olive yards to dig, figs, 
grapes, pomgrannets and all the 
other fruits of the land and the 
wheat and barley to gather and 
harvest. There were walls to be 
dug and springs to be deepened, 
mountain peaks to scale and 
valleys to explore, cities to wall 
upand families tofound,a whole 
world of activity, interest and 
conquest, but we are saved to 
sin no more. Don’t you see there 
is lots to do? Don’t you see the 
danger of neglecting some of 
these things that accompany 
salvation? Don’t you. see the 
danger of neglecting this Great 
Salvation and don’t you see it 
is WE who are in danger? Now 
take a peep at our text, “There- 
fore we ought to give the more 
earnest heed to the things which 
we have heard lest at any time 
we let them slip.” Yoy see there 
is danger at any time of letting 
them slip and of course this 
would lead us directly to the 
danger of our text, NEGLECT 
and to the sin of omission. Some 
seem to think there is no sin of 
omission but he that knoweth 
to do good and doeth it not to 
him itis sin. . 

“Hell,” cried the wretched 
Altamont, “hide me if thou canst 
from the face of God.” You see 
to fail and be lost is to neglect 
this great salvation to that end, 
and my friend and brother, it 
not only is hell to be tormented 
with the flames of hell but the 
face of an angry God is the 
greater punishment. There is 
much to do in order to not neg- 
lect so great salvation and here 
we can call it this “greater sal- 
vation” because we have been 
washed in the blood and made 
as white as, yes whiter than 
snow. But the best of all is that 
there is coming a time when we 
can add another letter or two 
still and call it this GREATEST 
salvation. When the saints of 
God are gathered home, when 
the ransomed are come to Zion 
with everlasting joy upon their 
heads and sorrow and _ sighing 
shall flee away; when every 
cross has been exchanged for 
a crown and every sigh has been 
stilled by the smile of the exalt- 
ed Christ who loved us and 
washed us from our sins in His 
own BLOOD, yea and every tear 
has triumphed in the face of 
Him who says with outstretched 


hands “Welcome, Come blessed 
of my father inherit the King- 
dom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world.” Oh 
that will be the greatest salva- 
tion. The greatest of all is yet to 
come. Here the blood washed 
saints from every nation, ton- 
gue and people will marshal 
their praises and tune their 
harps and raise their wings with 
one voice as the voice of many 
waters praising God for this 
GREAT, GREATER, GREAT- 
EST Salvation.

But Jesus died for me. 

Is there any thing between 
you and Jesus? A dime if held 
close to the eye will shut out all 
the light. Soa dime if used 
wrong will shut out the light 
from your soul and put you to 
walking where the light of God’s 
word will either offend or have 
no effect to stir up your pure 
minds. There is no escape ab- 
solutely none whatever for those 
who neglect God.
